Design can be a Key to Overseas Markets

NE of the main arguments put forward 16 years ago for the 
() setting up of the Council of Industrial Design was that in a 

highly competitive post-war world Britain would have to make 
the utmost use of her precious raw materials and manpower and would 
therefore also have to pay far more attention to the design of her 
products to ensure that her scarce resources would not be wasted. 


Nothing has happened since to cast any doubt on that reasoning. 
Indeed, the argument is probably clearer today than it was immediately 
after the war when the world’s markets were starved of almost every 
kind of product. There was little enough incentive in those early 
post-war days for a manufacturer to listen to the advice and exhorta- 
tions of the young Council of Industrial Design, for he could probably 
sell all he was making to the first comer; why should he worry about 
the design of his wares so long as they were selling like hot cakes? 


Reputation in Design 


The situation is very different today. The world is back in full 
production. The markets have plenty to choose from. Country after 
country has re-equipped its industry to produce ranges of products 
almost identical with those of its neighbours. Product after product 
is offered to almost the same specifications at almost the same prices. 
Thus what is self-evident as between one firm and its competitors 
becomes equally clear as between countries: design becomes the 
marginal factor that will tip the scale and turn a sale. A reputation for 
good design becomes an inestimable asset for any country dependent 
on its export trade. 


It is also true that a reputation gained in one field or one industry 
can indirectly influence the success of entirely different industries; 
the fact that a country wins acclaim for its modern architecture for 
instance, may well influence its reputation for modern engineering 
or modern furniture making. Equally a backward-looking, old- 
fashioned attitude in one field may affect other areas where no such 
reputation would be warranted. 


It is a truism too that good design cannot be for export only. A 
country will win a reputation for good design only if its own home 
market demands it. The fame of Italian motor car designers started 
in Turin, not in Coventry or Detroit; Swedish glass and Danish 
furniture had their first successes in Stockholm and Copenhagen; 
Swiss printing is renowned throughout the world because the Swiss 
themselves demand only the best for themselves. It is also true 
therefore, that, wise and profitable as it is to encourage trade between 
equally industrialized communities, one industrial country can trade 
successfully with another only if it can offer something that is par- 
ticularly attractive or out of the ordinary — it may be its price or its 
instant delivery or it may very probably be its design. In other words, 
design has become an export sales factor of great importance alongside 
marketing, promotion, presentation and publicity and a clear, intelli- 
gent design policy has become a matter of urgent concern for all 
business managements operating in competitive markets. 

It was against this background that the Council of Industrial 
Design opened its Design Centre in Haymarket in 1956. It was 
realized that some dramatic and active promotion would be needed 
to awaken the British public to the advantages of good modern design 
if manufacturers were at the same time to be encouraged to employ 
the increasingly competent and imaginative young designers who were 
being turned out in great numbers by the leading art schools and 
colleges. 

The results so far have not been disappointing. Over 3,289,506 
people have visited the Centre since its opening. In the last seven 
months the average has risen from just over 2,000 to just over 3,000 
visitors a day. There has so far been no serious shortage of well 
designed goods to show or of manufacturers willing to pay for their 
exhibition. The Design Centre in fact seems by now to have made 
its mark quite securely on the map of London ~ and on the provinces 
too, since many department stores in large provincial cities have already 
staged replicas of the Centre and others are waiting to do so.

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But the Centre is more than a service to the home buyer 
and the British ome It is a port of call for the overseas buyer in 
which he can at a glance, so to speak, note the names and some of the 
products of those manufacturers in a wide range of consumer goods 
industries who have imaginative, forward-looking design policies. 


And that is the real importance of the Centre: it is a shop window 
for the modern face of Britain, a place where the foreign visitor can 
see for himself that the Scandinavians, for instance, have no monopoly 
of imaginative commonsense in design and the Italians no corner in 
high-spirited elegance. It is a place where those who care to look can 
see for themselves that the real traditions of British design are still 
alive, traditions of experiment and development, not of copying and 
imitating. 


300 Foreign Buyers Weekly 


A recent survey of the public attendances at The Design Centre 
has revealed that overseas buyers or those who are concerned directly 
with the export trade scarcely amount to 3 per cent. of the Centre’s 
Visitors — a chastening figure at first glance, but not so disheartening 
when measured against the total weekly attendances. The survey 
suggests in the main buying seasons over 300 foreign 
buyers visit the Centre each week, though more must certainly be 
attracted if the Centre is to fulfil its ‘real role of stimulating exports. 


That it can do this quite directly has been shown by several exhibi- 
tions already staged in foreign department stores of goods chosen from 
Design Index, the Centre’s photographic and sample record of over 
10,000 current, well designed British products. These exhibitions 
are often staged to resemble the Haymarket display and sometimes, 
as in Accra and Lagos, are entitled “The Design Centre comes to 
Ghana’ or to Nigeria. The attraction of this method of overseas pro- 
motion is that export business starts immediately since all the exhibits 
chosen for display are actually bought by the store and usually backed 
up with stock. 


Design Centre Awards 


On a smaller scale, the annual selections of between 12 and 20 
products for “Design Centre Awards’ have provided many oppor- 
tunities for showing in foreign stores and galleries the highest current 
standards of British industrial design. ‘These displays, being very 
selective, usually earn generous space and comment in the local 
press, particularly when they are associated with a British Week or 
some other event promoted by an overseas post. Already this year the 
1960 Design Centre Awards have been exhibited in ten cities in 
Europe, while displays of photographs of the same designs have been 
shown widely throughout the Commonwealth. All these exhibitions 
are in addition to any displays that the Council may be invited to 
stage in association with or on behalf of Government departments or 
other organizations, such as the Board of Trade Exhibitions Division 
or British Overseas Fairs Ltd. 


Overseas Activities 


The highlight of the Council’s overseas activities in 1960 was 
certainly the British Exhibition in New York where a small version 
of The Design Centre was erected on the main avenue of the exhibi- 
tion. It is as a result of that display that the Council is currently 
discussing similar exhibitions with several North American depart- 
ment stores to which the modern face of Britain makes an interesting 
wee thee activities have one purpose only — to win for Britain such 
a reputation for fresh imagination that foreigners will turn to this 
country as regularly for modern designs as they do already for tradi- 
tional ones. The Council of Industrial Design’s role is not only to 
show the foreign visitor to London the best modern designs being 
produced i in this country, not only to make the introductions between 
the foreign buyer in search of something original and the manu- 
facturer who makes it, but also to take the best examples of current 
British design abroad, preferably as goods ordered and paid for by 
some enterprising foreign shopkeeper. But to create a demand without 
ensuring a supply is the first step to disillusionment. Great care must 
therefore be taken to ensure og a om for exhibition abroad, 
particularly at trade fairs, are backed up by proper representation 
and distribution. Equally, the Council takes advice from the foreign 
department stores and from buying and confirming houses in the

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Minister of State Calls for More Clothing Exports 


AN APPEAL for more clothing manufacturers to export was made 
by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, at a special 
export luncheon of the British Menswear Guild in London on Decem- 
ber 14. 

‘Whenever I look at the export figures for clothing, I am struck 
by the gap which seems to exist between opportunity and performance,’ 
Mr. Erroll said. ‘I know, of course, that a number of British firms 
have been successfully exporting clothing for many years. But the 
total export figures are small in relation to the great size and resources 
of the industry; and they do not seem to show any strong upward 
trend. 

‘I am sure this is not because our manufacturers cannot produce 
the right goods at the right price. My observation as I move about the 
world — and I move about it a good deal in the course of my duties — 
shows me that British clothing is unsurpassed in quality, workmanship 
and sheer value for money. There is a first-class product here and I 
am convinced that more of it could be sold overseas. But this cannot 
be achieved without a vigorous selling effort.’ 

_ Confident, energetic selling of this kind was not only good for 
Britain, but was good business, too, Mr. Erroll said. The Guild’s 
rhémbers had appreciated that, in a world where tariff barriers were 
being progressively reduced and competition at home from imported 
goods was likely to become » no manufacturer could afford to 
neglect the export market. And they had full order books as a result. 

: "The Guild have shown what can be done when the will is there. 
Rut I am sure that they will not mind if I say that their efforts, and 

nose of the other existing exporters of clothing, are not enough,’ 
. Erroll added. ‘Our export effort in this field is being left to too 
few manufacturers. I cannot get it out of my head that there are still 

1y manufacturers of clothing who export little or nothing. I hope 

this luncheon today will draw their attention to the opportunities 

and rewards of export business, and I am sure it is the Guild’s intention 
that it should.’ 

Reminding his audience of the various ways in which the trade 
associations and the Government’s services for exporters could help 
manifacturers, Mr. Erroll said: ‘All this is of no use unless a firm 
wants to export. None of us can take over the job of selling a manu- 
goods for him, least of all a Government department. We 
can make it easier for him to sell, but he must have the urge to sell 
in the first place. ‘Too many manufacturers seem reluctant even to try 
because of the supposed difficulties and hazards of export business. 
The best way of encouraging them is to show by example that the 

can be done, that given enough effort and imagination, Britain 
can take the lead. That is why I am pleased to have this opportunity

of hearing the Guild’s report on their work, and of congratulating 
them on their progress.’ 


Mr. Gerald M. Abrahams, chairman, spoke of the work of the Guild 
in promoting the ‘London Line’ in the United States and Scandinavia. 


‘It was obvious that what was needed was a central organization 
composed of “experts at exports’ who would devote their energy 
and know-how to convincing the world of the excellence of British 
men’s wear at its best in style, quality and workmanship and creating 
the right atmosphere for British goods of all kinds in the leading 
world markets.’ 


‘The respect for British quality has always been at the back of 
people’s minds, but to be at the back is not good enough — to-day this 
has to be shouted from the rooftops loud enough and often enough to 
tell the people everywhere that Britain leads the way and will lead 
even more in the future.’ 


Speaking of 1961, Mr. Abrahams told the Minister: ‘You can rest 
assured our activities will provide a steady growth of exports in men’s 
wear and we shall always be ready to co-operate at all times with other 
organizations if it means exports, exports and more exports.’

that may arise from product design to packaging. The most enccurag- 
img fact recorded in the Council’s last annual report was that in the 
year 1959-60 the Record of Designers received a record number of 
inquiries from British industry. 


Parliamentary Secretary to visit North East Coast

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D.E.C. Extends its Territory 
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Western Hemisphere is New Target for U.K. Export Drive 


THE MILLAIS PORTRAIT, “The Boyhood of Raleigh,’ is symbolic 
of the phrase ‘Go West Young Man.’ Consequently it was fitting 
that the picture formed the backcloth to a London Press Conference 
on December 15 when Lord Rootes announced that the Dollar Export 
Council — first formed in 1951 — should henceforth be known as the 
Western Hemisphere Exports Council. As before, the council will 
be under the sponsorship of the principal national trade organizations — 
the Federation of Pritish Industries, the Association of British Cham- 
bers of Commerce, .he National Union of Manufacturers, the Scottish 
Council (Development and Industry), the Northern Ireland Develop- 
ment Council, the Development Council for Wales, the Industrial 
Association of Wales and Monmouthshire, the City Financial Advisory 
Panel on Exports, and the Trades Union Congress. 


Although the re-formed Council will be a private organization, it 
will have the Government departments mainly concerned with its 
work — Treasury, Foreign Office, Board of Trade, and Colonial 
Office —- represented on its membership and will work closely with 
the Government machine. The Council will be recognized by the 
Government as a ‘chosen instrument’ for promoting exports to the 
Western Hemisphere. The functions of the re-formed Council will 
be to focus the attention of producers and traders in this country on 
the opportunities for increasing exports to the Western Hemisphere; 
to bring to the attention of potential purchasers in that area the ad- 
vantages of buying British goods and services; to provide through the 
existing network of Trade Centres (in New York, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, Toronto, Montreal, Vancouver and Caracas) and of 
advisory committees of businessmen (in the Latin American countries 
and the Philippines), a machine for collecting and disseminating 
commercial intelligence to United Kingdom exporters. This network 
will be expanded to cover the new territories. 


Lord Rootes, chairman, said that the conference had been called 
to announce a new development which followed the Prime Minister’s 
recent appeal for increased exports, and which he was sure would 
prove to be a very important step forward in Britain’s export drive. 


Welcoming the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald 
Maudling; Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade; Lord 
Perth, Minister of State, Colonial Office; Lord Lansdowne, Parlia- 
mentary Under-Secretary of State, Foreign Office; and the Duke of 
Devonshire, Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State, Commonwealth 
Relations Office, he said: ‘After discussions with the President of 
the Board of Trade, and through him, with the Treasury and Foreign, 
Commonwealth Relations and Colonial Offices, it has been decided

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to expand the scope of the Dollar Export Council’s activities to cover 
in addition to its existing markets, the balance of the Caribbean and 
of South America. In consequence, the Council is being re-named the 
Western Hemisphere Exports Council.’ 

Continuing, Lord Rootes said: ‘You may ask, why has this step 
been taken?’ He said that when the Council was first established, 
Britain was in greater need of dollars than of any other currency. 
Although the dollar markets were in absolute terms as vital as ever, 
today the crying need was for more exports overall whether “they may 
be to Alaska or to Argentina, to Canada or to Chile. That is why we 
are extending our front.’ 


Lord Rootes said that much attention was nowadays being focused 
on Europe and on the need for the United Kingdom to increase its 
trade with the continent. The Export Council for Europe had recently 
been formed to work towards this goal. But the formation of the 
Western Hemisphere Exports Council showed that the West was as 
important as ever. 


‘We have been marking time in many of these important Western 
Hemisphere markets, and this Council is pledged to do all it can to 
regain the forward thrust, particularly in those Latin American and 
Caribbean markets which, now for the first time, come within our 
ambit.’ 


Lord Rootes went on to say that the United Kingdom was today 
responsible for supplying only some 6 per cent. of the total imports 
of the Latin American countries. We were buying approximately twice 
as much from these countries as we were selling to them. During 
the first three quarters of 1960 our exports to the Latin American 
countries were worth £118 million. We imported from them goods 
worth £242 million. These figures illustrated the strong position we 
were in as buyers and reinforced the importance of our playing a 
greater part in the trade of this area not only through an increase 
in our current exports but through a stepping up of the pace of our 
participation in their industrial development. 

Turning to Millais’ portrait of “The Boyhood of Raleigh’ hanging 
behind him, Lord Rootes said: “The West offers great opportunities. 
Just as the predominant feature of that portrait shows a man pointing 
to the West, so I urge every manufacturing and exporting company 
in these islands to look to the West, and I could offer no better 
suggestion than they hang Millais’ painting in their Board Room to 
remind them of the opportunities existing in the Western Hemisphere.’

Reconstitution of O.E.E.C. as O.E.C.D.

THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that they intend to license up 
to £2,750,000 worth (c.i.f.) of m and equipment for import 
from the Soviet Union in the year ending June 30, 1961. 


Within this total figure, licences will be granted for Soviet machine 
tools to a value not exceeding £500,000 (c.i.f.) and for scientific, 


optical and industrial instruments to a value not exceeding 
£150,000 (c.i.f.). 


These arrangements have been made as a result of discussions 
between the Board of Trade and representatives of the Soviet Trade 
Delegation in the United Kingdom in accordance with the 


provisions of Article 2(2) of the Anglo-Soviet Five Year Trade 
Agreement of May 24, 1959. 


In the course of these discussions the representatives of the Soviet 
Trade Delegation referred to the very substantial purchases of 
industrial equipment and materials which the Soviet trading 
organizations have made in the United Kingdom in accordance 
with the provisions of the Anglo-Soviet Five Year Trade Agreement 
and outlined their expectations about future purchases of United 
Kingdom machine tools, instruments and other industrial goods. 

They also indicated that the Ministry of Foreign Trade of the 
U.S.S.R. would issue import licences during the year ending June 
30, 1961 for £750,000 (f.o.b.) worth of scientific, optical, industrial 
and other instruments, £750,000 (f.o.b.) worth of dyestuffs and 
chemicals (including polyethylene) and £500,000 (f.o.b.) of man-made 
fibre and yarns for import from the United Kingdom. 


Application for an Anti-dumping Duty on 
Crushed Oyster Shell 


THE BOARD OF TRADE gave notice on October 14, 1960, that they 
were considering an application for the imposition, under the Customs 
Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957, of an anti-dumping duty 


on crushed oyster shell (that is to say, oyster shell grit) imported from 
Denmark. 


The Board of Trade now announce that the application has been 
withdrawn. 


Turkish Liras for Imports 


NEW ARRANGEMENTS have recently been made regarding the use 
of T.L.91 million held by H.M. Government in Ankara. These 
liras have resulted from the repayment of loans made by H.M. 
Government to the Turkish Government under pre-war and war- 
time agreements (Cmd. 6119 and Cmd. 6165 as amended by Cmd. 
9120). 


Until June 1, 1961, the liras may be freely used for the purchase of 
Turkish leaf tobacco of all kinds and origins of the 1956, 1957 and 
1958 crop years, (apart in 1958 only from American grade ‘A’ tobacco 
of Samsun, Bafra, Izmir and Bursa) for consumption anywhere in 
the world, and also for the purchase of any kind of Turkish tobacco 
for consumption within the United Kingdom. 


Up to T.L.10 million of the total will be available for purchases 
made by traders resident in the United Kingdom for consumption 
within the United Kingdom, of the following products: dried white 
beans, red lentils, canary seed, dried apricots, borax, cigarettes, canned 
goods (fruit, fish, vegetables), caviar, colemanite, carpets, cotton grey 
cloth, all kinds of fresh fruit, locust beans, tomato paste, timber, 
wool, wines, spirits, or any other products which may be approved 
by the Turkish Government and notified by them to H.M. Embassy 
in Ankara. 

Importers wishing to purchase these liras for use under the above 
arrangements should, through their bankers, approach the Bank of 
England. 


Index of Retail Prices in November 


At November 15, 1960, the official index figure which measures 
changes in the average level of retail prices compared with the level 
at January 17, 1956 (taken as 100), was 112, compared with 111 at 
October 18. Calculated to one decimal, the November index was 
111-9, compared with 111-4 in October. 

The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to a seasonal 
increase in the average price of household coal. 
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Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 14) Order, 1960

These arrange- 
ments have been made after consultation with the Sino-British 
Trade Council. 

The list of items which may be imported without any licensing 
formalities under the Open General Import Licence will remain 
unchanged. (See the Second Schedule to Notice to Importers No. 
910.) | 

Open Individual Licences will continue to be issued in respect of 
eggs and egg products. 

As announced in Notice to Importers No. 955 (see Board of 
Trade Journal dated September 30, page 746) licences for the items 
at Annex A to this Notice will be issued on application to the full 
value requested and there will be no overall limitation on imports. 
Similar arrangements will also operate for preserved ginger and 
certain ivory manufactures and lacquerware, and these items have 
been added to the list at Annex A. aa, ca 

At Annex B to this Notice is a complete list of the quota leve 
which will apply during the calendar year 1961. Those goods for 
which import arrangements have been published in other Notices 
to Importers have been included for completeness. In nearly all 
cases, actual trade has been at levels substantially below those 
provided for in the import quotas and in such cases (where it is 
clear that existing quota levels are more than adequate) they have 
been repeated. 

In a few instances the levels have been increased to allow for an 
expansion of trade. The position generally will be kept under review. 

The licensing arrangements for cotton and rayon textiles and silk 
piece-goods have already been announced separately.

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The Balance of Payments in the Third Quarter of 1960 


PROVISIONAL ESTIMATES of the summary balance of payments 
for the third quarter of 1960 together with estimates for previous 
periods are given for comparison in the table below. 


The external monetary position deteriorated in the third quarter 
by £75 million. The gold and convertible currency reserves rose by 
£77 million, but there was an increase of £72 million in overseas 
sterling holdings together with a deterioration of £80 million in other 
monetary movements. The rise in overseas sterling holdings was the 
net result of an increase of £226 million in the holdings of non-sterling 
countries, a fall of £57 million in those of non-territorial organizations 
and a fall of £97 million in the holdings of countries in the rest of the 
sterling area. 

"The balance of visible trade in the third quarter is estimated as a 
deficit of £133 million compared with deficits of £39 million in the 
preceding quarter and £41 million in the third quarter of last year. 





Part of the worsening between the second and third quarters was due 
to seasonal factors. Receipts from exports and re-exports rose by 
£23 million between the third quarter of 1959 and the corresponding 
quarter of 1960 but payments for imports rose by £115 million. 
Invisible transactions showed little change from the two previous 
quarters; but compared with a year ago Government net invisible 
expenditure was {£14 million greater and the net surplus on other 
invisible items was £38 million lower so that total net invisible income 
decreased by £52 million. The identified balance on current account 
was a deficit of £101 million compared with a surplus of £43 million 
a year before. 

Government and official lending abroad totalled £15 million net 
in the third quarter (about the same as a year before). It is too soon to 
estimate the item ‘Other long term capital (net)’; the residual 
for this item and the balancing item taken together was plus {41

Aerial Survey Contract for British Firm 


Fairey Air Surveys Ltd., have been awarded a contract to map 
270 miles of road in Iran as part of a major road construction project 
to link Turkey with Teheran. The road will form part of the route 
which links the capitals of Europe with India and the Far East. The 
survey has been ordered by an Iranian firm of consulting engineers, 
E.T.C.O. and comprises the mapping at 1/2,000 scale of approximately 
430 kilometres of road between Zendjan and Marand, in North East 
Iran. The aerial photography will be executed with the collaboration 
of the National Cartographic Centre of Iran, with whom Fairey Air 
Surveys was previously closely associated under a consulting and 
training agreement. 


Television Equipment for Mexico 


Televicentro, Mexico’s television organization, have ordered three 
complete television camera channels from E.M.I. Electronics Ltd. 
The units will replace existing United States equipment. They are 
reported to be the first British 44 Image Orthicon cameras to be 
imported into Mexico. Each el comprises a camera, control 
units, power supply unit, picture and waveform monitors, control 
console and ancillary equipment. 


Building Material for Canada 


Broughton Moor Green Slate Quarries Ltd., of Coniston, Lanca- 
shire, have won what is claimed to be the world’s biggest single order 
for slate cladding. It is for 125,000 square feet of slate for the exterior 
of the 600 ft. high, 45-storey Canadian Bank of Commerce on the 
Windsor Plaza, Montreal. The slabs will be of two sizes — 18 inches 
square and 26 inches by nine inches. 


Alternator Sets for Norwegian Island 


Davey, Paxman & Co., of Colchester, the engineering firm asso- 
ciated with Ruston & Hornsby Ltd., have sent two of their 12- 
cylinder diesel-alternator sets to the Norwegian island Jan Mayen, 
in the Arctic Ocean 400 miles north of Iceland. The contract carried 
a penalty clause, since it was essential that the alternator sets should 
arrive while the waters were still navigable. In the event, the clause 
was not infringed. The specially packed alternator sets left Colchester 
in September and were sent to Jan Mayen on the 600 ton Norwegian 
sealing boat, Polar Bjorn. The two sets had been built, tested and 
put aboard, within two months of the order being placed by Kolberg 
& Sanne, the Norwegian agents of Davey, Paxman. 


Trucks and Bus Chassis for Overseas 


Over £1 million worth of orders for export truck and bus chassis 
were announced by the Leyland Group at the end of the recent 
Commercial Motor Show. Emanating from operators in Malaya, 
Ireland, Uruguay, Ceylon and Australia, they will be added to the 
other contracts totalling £1} million which Leyland received from 
Iran, Israel and South Africa a week previously. The largest contract 
was placed by the Public Works Department, Federation of Malayrg 
It calls for a £320,000 fleet of 170 Chieftain tipping chassis built by 
Albion Motors Ltd., of Glasgow. During the past ten years Albion 
have supplied over 950 of their truck and bus chassis to this country. 
The chassis ordered under this last contract are to be equipped with 
Edbro-B. & E. 3-way tipping gear, and will be fitted with dumper 
bodies on arrival in Malaya. 





Power Station Equipment for Australia 


The English Electric Co. Ltd. have received a repeat order for a 
200,000 kilowatt steam turbo-alternator for the Electricity Supply 
Commission of New South Wales power station at Vales Point, making 
three in all. With auxiliary plant manufactured in Australia, the con- 
tract is worth £A2} million. The turbo-alternator will be installed 
next to the first two 200,000 kilowatt sets also to be supplied by 
English Electric, in a contract worth {£A4? million, at the new power 
station at Vales Point, situated 70 miles north of Sydney on the southern 
shore of Lake MacQuarie. The station, when completed, will be the 
largest in the southern hemisphere. English Electric was awarded 
a contract in 1956 to supply Australia’s first 100,000 kilowatt turbo- 
alternator sets for the New South Wales Electricity Supply Com- 
mission’s Tallawarra station and the first unit is now in service. 
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Tanganyika Breweries, Ltd., a member of the East African Breweries 
Group which produces the Tusker beer, have just taken delivery of this 
Albion Chieftain 7-ton truck. The body, which can carry 140 crates of 
beer, was constructed from aluminium and assembled by the Breweries 
in their own workshops. 


More Buses for Ceylon 


Leyland Motors Ltd., announced on November 11 that they have 
received another bus order from the Ceylon Transport Board. This 
time the order is worth £? million and covers over 400 diesel buses. 
With the materialization of this order, Leyland Group vehicles in 
operation with Ceylon Transport Board will be increased to nearly 
1,400 buses. Since its inception three years ago the Board have already 
purchased well over £1,000,000 worth of Leyland buses. In addition 
to the vehicles ordered, the Board have also called for an additional 
quantity of the Leyland 0-350 diesel engines which power these 
buses, to replace the original power units in other makes of vehicles. 


Tipping Trucks for Malaya 


After receiving over £320,000 worth of orders for tipping trucks 
from the Public Works Department of Malaya this year, Albion 
Motors Ltd., of Glasgow have, gained a further order from the 
department for another 30 Albion Chieftain tipping trucks. Valued 
at over £60,000, the order calls for the Chieftains to be fitted with 
Edbro B. & E. tipping gear. Bodies will be fitted to the chassis in 
Malaya. 


Cycle Cables for U.S.A. 


Milton S. Surre, President of Surre Inc., of Erie, Pennsylvania, 
recently negotiated a contract with S. J. Clark (Cables) Ltd., of 
Nechells, Birmingham, for the supply of 14 million cycle and scooter 
cables over the next five years. This is the largest order ever to be 
placed with this firm by a single distributor and will earn, with 
freight and shipping costs, over 200,000 dollars. S. J. Clark (Cables) 
Ltd., specialize in the manufacture of ‘Makol’ anti-friction processed 
cables and are leading suppliers to world markets and domestic 
manufacturers of cycles, motor-cycles and scooters. 


Structural Steelwork for Singapore 


An order for the supply of steelwork for four wharf transit sheds 
to be used on Singapore Harbour Board’s East Wharf Project was 
recently placed with Conder Engineering Co. Ltd., of Winchester, 
through their Singapore agents, Harrisons & Crosfield Ltd. Each of 
the sheds being supplied will give a clear floor area of about 45,000 sq 
ft., the structures having a clear span of 100 ft. unhindered by the 
obstructions due to the solid web portal frame design employed. 
Efficient port handling is facilitated by the provision of three 60 ft. 
wide sliding doors on the wharf side of the sheds and two 90 ft. 
sliding doors leading on to the railway siding, whilst adequate ventila- 
tion for the general cargo that will be stored is provided for by wide 
open-mesh ventilators under the eaves. 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Tuesday December 13 


Effect of Fall in U.S. Gold Reserves 

The President was asked what were the effects on United Kingdom 
overseas trade resulting from depletion of the gold reserves of the 
United States of America. 

Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, said in reply that it was the 
measures taken by the United States Government to deal with the 
reduction in gold reserves rather than the reduction itself that might 
affect trade. Those so far taken should not have any serious effect. 
The President was watching the situation closely. 


H.P. Rates and Agreements 

The President was asked if he would undertake a comprehensive 
inquiry into the interest rates of hire-purchase agreements, and the 
extent to which the provisions of hire-purchase Acts and regulations 
were observed in retail advertising and in customers’ agreements. 

Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, said in reply that 
the Board of Trade kept a constant watch on the work of the various 
Acts and regulations affecting hire-purchase, and the President saw 
no néed for a special inquiry. 


H.P. and Exports 

Asked to what extent hire-purchase restrictions in their present 
form had contributed to increase in the export trade of the United 
Kingdom, Mr. Macpherson said that these restrictions were imposed 
as part of the Government’s measures to restrain internal demand. 
It was not expected that they would have any intermediate or direct 


effect on exports, and he could make no estimate of their effect in 
this regard. 


Imports of Cotton Cloth 

A member asked the President if he would state the volume of 
imports of cotton cloths for the first 10 months of 1960 and for the 
corresponding period of 1959, and if he would list the countries from 
which increased imports came. 

Mr. Erroll: ‘Imports of cotton cloth amounted to 595 million 
square yards in the first ten months of 1960 and to 422 million square 
yards in the corresponding period of 1959.’ He circulated in the 
Official Report the names of seventeen countries from which the 
increases had amounted to 500,000 yards or more and which 
accounted for some 95 per cent. of the total increases:

Extension of Holiday Season 

Mr. Macpherson said that it was hoped to receive very shortly 
the interim report of the committee, set up last March, to consider 
the extension of the summer holiday season. 


Production of Harris Tweed 

In reply to a question as to whether the President would introduce 
legislation to ensure that all cloth marketed as Harris tweed after 
January 1962 was wholly processed and produced in the Outer 
Hebrides, Mr. Macpherson replied: ‘No, sir. This is a matter for the 
Courts.’ 


Newsprint Industry 
Mr. Macpherson gave a negative reply to two questions asking if 


the President would refer the newsprint industry to the Monopolies 
Commission. 


Firms Receiving Government Aid 

Mr. Macpherson gave a negative reply to a question on whether 
the Board would publish the names of all firms receiving grants or 
loans of public money in order to enable Members to ascertain whether 
firms receiving Government financial help were observing trade union 
conditions. 


Trade with Russia 


A member asked what representations had been made to permit 
the import of Russian mineral oils into this country in return for the 
purchases of oil pipe line and pumping equipment. 

Mr. Erroll replied that one application for a licence had been 
received to import Russian oil in exchange for exports of steel pipe. 
He had received no representations about the import of Russian oil 
in exchange for pumping equipment. 


Industrial Prospects in Blyth 


A Member asked about the possibility of scheduling Blyth as a 
development area under the Local Employment Act. Mr. Macpherson 
replied that the President had looked into this, but did not consider 
that the industrial prospects for Blyth at present warranted the in- 
ference that high and persistent unemployment was to be expected 


there. He would continue to watch the position in this as in neighbour- 
ing areas. 


Thursday December 15 


United Kingdom and United States Tariffs 


The President was asked what were the main British tariffs against 
industrial goods which were two to three times greater than American 
tariffs against British goods; and if he would negotiate for the reduction 
of British tariffs in order to prevent an increase in American tariffs, 
and so increase world trade. 

The President replied that the principal industrial goods on which 
United Kingdom tariffs were two times or more greater than the 
United States tariff on the same goods, were cars, motor-cycles, 
cameras, radio valves and some optical instruments. There were 
similar differences on the United States side over a range of goods of 
interest to this country. It was our intention to negotiate with the 
United States for further reductions in tariffs in the present GATT 
Conference early in the new year.

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How Industry is Exploiting 
Local Raw Materials 
In Northern Ireland 


By William Carter. 
A Northern Ireland Industrial Correspondent. 


ORTHERN IRELAND'S climate is a capital asset of considerable 

“J importance. Yet it enables trees to reach maturity in four-fifths of 

: the time taken in most parts of Great Britain, so that both the 
State and private enterprise are interested in developing a forestry 
industry..In a little over ten years, the percentage of the land area 
which is covered in exploitable woodland has nearly doubled and 
within twenty-five years is expected to be five times the 1945 level. 


Already, the rising level of timber production from Northern 
Ireland forests has enabled a chipboard factory to be established 
at Coleraine, County Londonderry, and a plant to make activated 
carbon at Londonderry.. As heavier thinnings become available, 
there will be a considerable development of wood processing and 
saw milling. 

Creating Raw Material 

This has been the virtual creation of a raw material which is new 
to the area in commercially-usable quantities. It can also be taken as 
the starting point of an example of how an industrial ‘chain reaction’ 
can be created, for the fact that there is a hardboard factory at 
Coleraine has encouraged re-examination of whether the area under 
flax in Northern: Ireland should be extended, taking into account 
that the Coleraine factory could also use the woody portion of the 
flax, stem (a by-product of flax fibre production which is at present 
wasted) for manufacturing hardboard if the shive was available 
continuously in sufficient quantities. 

Climate, again, influences the pattern of agriculture. The nature 
of the ground and the way of life of the average Northern Ireland 
farmer are other contributory factors, There is a degree of specializa- 
tion in pigs, eggs and dairying which has created a rapidly expanding 
food processing industry with plenty of growth potential. 

Orderly marketing regulations and the background of an efficient 
and progressive farming community add to the attractiveness of 
Northern Ireland as a base for food processing and packing operations. 
Batchelor’s are the latest firm to decide to process Northern Ireland- 
grown foods on the spot, and with a well-developed apple growing 


or ore and increasing soft-fruit output, they will be followed by 
others. 


Fishing 


Vast inland areas of water, a feature of the Northern Ireland 
countryside, provid. salmon, trout and eels for English markets, 
and boats operating round the coast bring in white fish, herring and 
shellfish. ‘The quick-freezing of scampi (Nephrops norwegia), some 
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Tapping the carbide furnace at the carbide and acetylene works of 

Carbide Industries Limited, at Maydown, near Londonderry. The 

carbide ingots subsequently obtained are crushed and screened before 

passing to the acetylene generators. The company is a subsidiary of the 
British Oxygen Company Limited. 





herring curing and the manufacture of fishmeal are beginnings of a 
processing industry based on the local catches, but further 
opportunities are believed to exist- with the important whiting 
supply, for example. 

Rain is not the only primary provider of raw materials in Northern 
Ireland. Although the area is notoriously bare of mineral wealth, 
firms (many of which have come from other countries because of 
raw materials availability) make good use of those local materials 
that exist in exploitable quantities. 

Diatomite is processed for insulation and filtration, vermiculite 
and perlite for thermal insulation, granite and basalt columns are 
worked for builders’ use and limestone ground or pulverized for 
agricultural and other purposes. 

Some of these age-old materials have been exploited but recently, 
and no doubt industry’s always altering needs will in the future bring 
others into use which are at present neglected. The very diversity 
of the modern industries sited in Northern Ireland today is an 
indication that few opportunities will escape notice.

Industries can themselves produce some material which feeds 
another industry —- or, working the other way round, the needs of 
one industry can create factories to produce its raw materials or 
ancillary processing materials. Northern Ireland has seen examples 
of both these trends, and continues to benefit from them. 

A classic example of the latter is the establishment of a carbide 
and acetylene plant next door to the giant Du Pont neoprene manu- 
factory at Londonderry, and of the former the building of a Dunlop 
factory to make tyre fabrics from the industrial viscose yarns spun 
by Courtaulds at Carrickfergus, County Antrim. 

All the major industries of Northern Ireland have caused the 
creation of subsidiary industries te serve them. Agriculture demands 
chemical fertilizers, and I.C.I. have joined with a local firm to plan 
expansion of Northern Ireland’s agricultural chemical production. 

Two additional feeding-stuffs mills have been established in 
Northern Ireland by British firms within the past year. 

Moulded pulp packings for the egg industry were pioneered in 
Northern Ireland, so far as Europe is concerned, and the supply of 
packaging materials for agricultural products is still growing. The 
increase in barley growing (influenced by introduction of a strain 
well suited to Northern Ireland conditions) has led to grain driers 
being built there. 

Similarly, the textile industry provided the testing ground and 
fund of experience on which the world’s largest foundry for bast 
and hard fibre machinery was built. Textiles and clothing also 
encouraged the local growth of a host of subsidiary services like 
the manufacture of ventilating and dust extraction machinery, the 
moulding of buttons and the mass production of cartons and boxes. 


Flax Problem 


There have been many examples in Northern Ireland where 
supplies of raw materials have dried up, but the using industry has 
continued to thrive with the help of imports or by employing some 
other basic material. For example, when disease wiped out the 
rabbit population, a felt manufacturer in County Tyrone using 
rabbit fur, continued to manufacture hoods but used other materials, 
and the oldest ceramic firm no longer has the clay deposits on which 
its fame was founded, but still prospers. 

On the larger scale, a primary basis for the rise of the Irish linen 
industry was a domestic supply of flax fibre, but today the industry 
still dominates international trade in linen while importing the bulk 
of its flax needs. 


Northern Ireland Census of Production 


A PRELIMINARY REPORT on the 1959 census of production in 
Northern Ireland (issued by the Ministry of Commerce on December 
14) shows that the estimated gross output of firms employing 25 or 
more in the trades included in the census increased from £478 
million in 1958 to £529 million on 1959 — an increase of 10 per cent. 
Net output increased from £136 million to £145 million — an increase 


of 6°5 per cent. The number of persons employed also increased 
by 3,500 to 197,900. 


“The general impression conveyed by the preliminary figures’, 
states the report, ‘is one of continued progress in most of the 
industries covered by the census. The short-term picture provided 
by the index of industrial production shows that this progress was 
also maintained throughout 1960’. 


The decline in employment in the linen industry continued 
(although not so marked as in recent years) and amounted to 1,100 
workers between 1958 and 1959. This decline was offset to some 
extent by an increase in textiles other than linen with the result that 
total employment in textiles declined by only 200. Gross output and 
net output nevertheless increased by £5:5 million and {2:1 million 
respectively. 

Gross output and net output increased by £1 million and £0-6 
million respectively in the clothing industry and employment also 
increased marginally. Employment in the engineering and metal 
industries increased by nearly 2,000 workers. Gross output increased 
by £6°8 million and net output by £2-5 million. In the remaining 
industries, taken as a whole, both employment and output increased 
slightly. 


Total capital expenditure on new building, plant and machinery 
and vehicles at £24:7 million was £5 million greater than in 1958. 
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Industry Builds up in Northern Ireland 


NORTHERN IRELAND NOw has a wide spread of industries and. js: 
scaring" the fourth annual reportof the Northern Inca 
according to the fourth annual report of the Northern I 
Development Council, published this month. 


During the period from April 1959 to October 1960, the en 
says, there were 15 announcements of new manufacturing industries 
and 14 extensions to existing firms. About 5,000 extra jobs. are 
expected from these recent developments. 


The report says: ‘An encouraging feature of the new projects is the 
wide spread of industries represented. The need for increasing the 
range of products made in Northern Ireland is an important part of 
the development programme. During the period decisions were made 
and announced to manufacture accounting machines, fertilizers, 
plastic products, dairy equipment, cutlery and tableware, zip fasteners, 
boots and shoes and aircraft ejector seats. This is progress.’ 


The Development Council’s report is signed by the Chairman, 
Viscount Chandos, and is addressed to the Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland, Lord Brookeborough. 


Speaking in London last week, Lord Chandos said that in ‘the 
minds of not a few business men Northern Ireland was further away 
than Stockholm or New York. Yet only a couple of hours’ journey 
from board rooms where obstacles to development were often dis- 
cussed, there existed opportunities for growth to be found nowhere 
else in ‘the United Kingdom. 


‘It is an impressive measure of Northern Ireland’s ability to serve 
new industry that, since 1945, these opportunities have been seized 
by more than 150 firms, some large and some small, including many 
names of international standing. Of these 150 firms more than one- 
third have expanded far beyond the scope of their original plans,’ 
Lord Chandos added. 


Yextile Export Orders in Northern Ireland 


EXPORT ORDERS received by the textile industry in Northern 
Ireland in the quarter ended September 30 were down slightly on 
those for the previous quarter. The value for the third quarter was 
£2,618,000 compared with £3,436,000, according to a Ministry of 
Commerce report on merchant converting activities.

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‘The “‘Safety of the Realm” Depends on Higher Exports’ 


The vital importance of the United Kingdom ‘earning steadily abroad very much more than we are 
at present’ was stressed by H. E. Sir Edwin A. Chapman-Andrews, H.M. Ambassador, in a speech to 


the Caledonian Society in Khartoum on St. Andrew’s Night. 


N BRITAIN, owing to the system of Government, the political 

and social systems which we worked out for ourselves over the 

centuries, there is very little indeed, when it comes down to it, 
that the Government can do in such a matter as boosting exports 
and maintaining the boost, for it is upon private industry and the 
brains and money and science of those who own it and maintain it, 
on the efficiency, in fact, of our industrial system and on the 
commercial efficiency of those who seil its products, that ‘the safety 
of our realm doth most chiefly depen’. This time honoured phrase 
referred once to the Royal Navy. Bu in the changed conditions of 
today, I would apply it (so far as it ca. pe applied to a national effort 
which we ourselves can make) to our industrial production and our 
success in sel’ing it abroad. 


People talk a lot about terms of credit and it is true that in an 
expanding society with an expanding economy, this is a most 
important matter. But the garment must be cut according to the 
cloth. In our case, when giving credit we have to balance most care- 
fully the possible eventual commercial gain against the definite and 
immediate efiect upon our balance of payments position. Credit 
certainly is not ‘the be-all and end-all’ of this problem. of finding 
means, effective means and soon, to hoist our export figures. But 
in so far as the Government can help, they are prepared to do so 
and only recently some of you may have noticed the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department announced that they were prepared to 
consider extending cover, in part at any rate, to the supplier who is 
ready to shoulder the risk of a credit period longer than the normal. 


All this, of course, must be read into the general context of the 
fundamental principle that the Export Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment and in fact Britain generally in her struggle for overseas 
markets conforms to the principles agreed by the Berne Union of 
export credit insurers. It is however well worth while for suppliers 
to make inquiries where they think they are being beaten by a 
competitor on credit terms. 


You who hold important British agencies and run businesses 
of one sort and another, must impress upon your principals the 
absolute need for them to come to the Sudan themselves and go 
into problems with you and stay long enough to do it properly. I 
heard of a case the other day, where the principal of an important 
firm sent a telegram on the Thursday, saying that he was arriving 
next day, Friday morning, and wished to see people in the Govern- 
ment services concerned with his particular sort of business and 
that he intended to leave the same afternoon. Well, that sort of thing 
of course puts us completely out of the market when it comes to 
competition with foreigners who come here, and stay here, until 
they've got at least two or three orders in their books. 


In the course of my five years’ service here, it has been borne in 
upon me that our customers recognize our integrity but are only too 
often critical of our business methods or rather our unbusinesslike 
methods. It is highly important these days to reply promptly to 
inquiries —- not only some inquiries but all inquiries whether we are 
interested in taking the matters they raise further or not. Secondly 
where there is any room for negotiation about price or other 
conditions of sale the reply should not be so brief or so phrased 
as to give the impression that the price is ‘take it or leave it’. I’ve 
known cases where prospective customers have gone elsewhere and 
done business with a competitor on terms which could have been 
perfectly well negotiated by our people to whom they addressed 
their original inquiry. 

The Sudan is a highly competitive market but it is a sound market. 
The Sudanese economy has shown remarkable powers of recovery 
during the past two years and although there is a limit to the amount 
of credit that this or any other country can stand, and there are signs 
that in this respect the Sudan is approaching absorption point for 
the time being, nevertheless the fact remains that the people who 
run this country’s finances are themselves men of integrity and 
ability and that the national character of the Sudanese is a reliable 


character. 


Following are extracts from his speech: 


The Sudanese in general are good payers once they have agreed 
to pay. Their development projects, or the most important of them, 
are reasonable projects which have secured the support of highly 
respectable international finance. This market therefore presents 
the British exporter with a real challenge, a challenge which would 
be well worth taking up for its own sake but which national 
necessity compels us, the British, to take up. They say that as a 
race we are good losers. Well, that belongs to the past. In the future 
we must be damn bad losers. We must take up this challenge here 
in the Sudan; and we must win.

Cuba and Poland 


A NOTICE in the Board of Trade Journal of May 13, 1960 (page 
1045), gave advice of the signature on March 31, 1960 of Agreements 
between the Republics of Cuba and Poland on Trade and Payments 
and on Scientific and Technical Co-operation. The texts of both 
Agreements have now been published. 


The Trade and Payments Agreement is valid for one year from the 
date of signature, with provision for renewal. It provides, inter alia, 
for reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment, the opening of 
reciprocal accounts in U.S. dollars, the setting up of a Mixed Com- 
mission to study means of encouraging mutual trade and the exchange 
of commodity lists. No re-exports are permitted without the prior 
approval of the original exporter. Provision is made for a swing credit 
of U.S.$ 3 million and for the transfer of any balance to third parties 
if both Contracting Parties agree. Annexed to the Agreement are the 


lists of goods for export from Cuba to Poland and from Poland to 
Cuba respectively. 


The Scientific and Technical Co-operation Agreement is valid for 
five years from the date of signature and provision is made for renewal, 
if desired. It provides for the exchange of information, experts and 
consultants, the grant of educational scholarships and training 


facilities in industry for technicians as well as the organization of 
scientific and technical congresses.

Guatemalan Law to Promote Cultivation of Rubber 


A Law No. 1396 of November 3, 1960, and effective from the 
date of its publication in the Guatemalan El Guatematelco, has been 
passed to promote the cultivation of rubber in Guatemala. 


Under the Law, planters, including existing planters who expand 
their cultivation, will be exempt for a period of 10 years from land 
taxes and from taxation on cultivation profits and importation of 
materials, machinery and equipment needed for the cultivation 
of rubber. 

The Law also takes into account the fact that rubber trees take up 
to 15 years to mature by providing that local banks will not be bound 
by the short credit terms imposed by the banking laws but may 
grant loans for rubber cultivation for periods of up to 20 years. To 
assist the banks in this connection the Guatemalan Government 
intends to seek special funds which will be allocated by the Bank of 


Guatemala under the existing programme for agricultural development 
generally. 


The importation of either rubber tree seeds or the vegetative parts 
of rubber trees is subject to the prior authority of the Ministry of 
Agriculture or of the technical dependencies which may be appointed 
for this purpose. Such imports may only be withdrawn from the 
Customs houses of the Republic after certification of their quality 
and sanitary condition by the Ministry of Agriculture or the afore- 
mentioned technical dependencies.

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GUATEMALA 
“Disloyal Trade Practices’ Legislation 
By DECREE published in the Guatemalan El Guatemalteco on, and 


effective from, November 15, 1960, regulations against ‘disloyal 
trade practices’ have been introduced. 


Under the regulations the following constitute ‘disloyal trade 
practices’ : 

(a) sales of merchandise having prices lower than those established for 
wholesale in the country of origin plus transport and insurance 
costs, Guatemalan customs duties and a reasonable increase for sales 
expenses and profits for the seller; 

Sales of merchandise having prices lower than the highest com- 
parable price of similar merchandise, in normal trading conditions, 
destined by the exporters to a third country, plus transport and 
insurance costs, customs duties and a reasonable increase 
for sales expenses and profits for the seller; and 

sales of merchandise having prices lower than the cost of production 
of the same merchandise in the country of origin, plus the correspond- 
ing profits, transport and insurance costs, Guatemalan customs duties 
and a reasonable increase for sales expenses and profits for the seller. 


Merchandise having obtained in the country of origin: 
(a) tax exemptions of a general nature granted as measures to 
develop production; and 
(b) exemption of internal imposts, sales or consumer, falling in 
the exporting country on similar merchandise destined for 
export; 
will not be considered to be subsidized merchandise. 


Persons or corporate bodies (or their legal representatives) who 
consider themselves aggrieved by the importation and/or sale of 
merchandise under such practices must make their complaint to the 
Ministry of Economy in writing, citing the facts of each case and pro- 
viding the necessary proof. The party against whom the complaint is 
made is allowed up to 15 days in which to file a defence and counter- 
proof, without prejudice to the Ministry of Economy’s collecting all 
the pertinent information by means which it considers adequate. 


The ruling by the Ministry on each case will be made within one 
month after the date of receipt of the complaint. If the Ministry does 
not rule within the stipulated period, the case will be referred, as if 
on appeal, to Administrative Court for the ruling of the appropriate 
tribunal (the understanding here being that the Ministry will have 
ruled against the person or corporate body who made the complaint). 


The Ministry of Economy may, of its own volition, initiate in- 
vestigations into ‘disloyal trade practices,’ and if the Customs author- 
ities at any time suspect the existence of such practices then they 
must report them immediately to the Ministry. 


If a complaint is made or circumstances warrant an investigation, 
the shipment or shipments of merchandise concerned will be held 
pending resolution of the complaint or investigation. 

Penalties for proven ‘disloyal trade practices’ are as follows: 

(a) for the first offence — seizure of the lot of the merchandise con- 

cerned; 

(b) for the second offence — prohibition to import the same merchandise 

for a period of one year; and 


(c) for the third offence — definitive prohibition to import the mer- 
chandise and cancellation of the importer’s trading licence. 


With the exception of the cancellation of the trading licence referred 
to at (c) above, the prohibition will apply only to the product or 
products specifically determined by their marks, firms exporting them 
and their origin; it will not be extended to the product or products in

Discrepancy in quality, class or similarity between imported pro- 
ducts and those of local manufacture will be resolved by the National 
Standards Commission or, in default, by the Ministry of Economy 
advised by a recognised institute of trustworthiness. 


The provisions of the regulations do not apply to trade between 
Guatemala and other Central American countries.

Proposed New Tariff 


THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission have issuéd their final 
report on the Tariff Classification Study which they undertook in 
accordance with the provisions of the Customs Simplification Act 
of 1954. The report is in ten parts comprising the submitting report, 
a single volume containing all the proposed new tariff schedules, and 
eight volumes of explanatory and background material each relating 
to one of the eight new tariff schedules. The report has been sub- 
mitted to the United States President and to the Chairmen of Com- 
mittees of the House of Representatives and the Senate, but no pro- 

have yet been made for legislation which would be necessary 
or the adoption of the new tariff. 


Drafts of the new tariff schedules were published at various times 
in 1958 and 1959 and public hearings were held to give interested 
parties an opportunity of expressing their views on the proposals to 
the Tariff Commission. The schedules in the final report are on the 
same lines as the earlier drafts but have been revised in detail. A copy 
of the report is available for inspection at Export Services Branch 
(Tariff Section), Board of Trade, Room 807, Lacon House, Theobalds 
Road, London, W.C.1.

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ICELAND 


Temporary Prohibition of Some Imports from 
the United Kingdom 


THE ICELANDIC Ministry of Commerce has announced that, in 
view of the existence of foot and mouth disease in Great Britain, “‘ 
imports into Iceland of hay, straw, manures, slaughtered carcase ,, 
skins, milk, milk products and eggs from Great Britain are pro- 
hibited under Law No. 11/1928. 

Furthermore, imports from Great Britain of living plants, tree 
branches, kennels, groceries and vegetables are prohibited. 

Passengers and crews of vessels and aircraft on arrival in Iceland 
are subject to paragraph 4 of the same Law, which requires that 
persons arriving from a country in which foot and mouth disease is 
known to exist must make a report on where they have been in the 
infected country. If they have travelled in an infected area they and 


their baggage are liable to be fumigated before being allowed to 
proceed into Iceland.

THE GOVERNMENT of India’s Resolution No. 14 (1) -—T.R./60, 
dated November 23, 1960, announcing their decisions on the Tariff 
Commission’s Report on the continuance of protection to the sheet 
glass industry has been received.

EFTA GUIDANCE 


In the Board of Trade Journal of April 29 there was a 
pull-out supplement, Notes for the Guidance of Exporters, 
giving notes to enable exporters to take advantage of the 
opportunities for increased trade in industrial products 
between member countries of the European Free Trade 
Association.
